MACAO AND THe HONGKONG 
PRASE.

A member of our.staff paid a visit’ to 
Macao .on- Saturday last, and upon the 
arrival of the steamer was met on board by 
the Private Seeretary of H. E. ithe Acting 
Governor, who was the bearer of a message 
from Dr. Alfredo P. Lello to our repre- 
sentative whom the Acting Governor desired 
tosec, In the interview that togk place the 
same evening, Dr -ello~ ex plained thal, as 
there appeared.to exist a misunderstanding 
as to the exact, application of the law Te 
cently enacted’ relating to newspapers, he 
wished to convey to the Press, through 
our representative, the knowledge of a 
proper signification of a measure which, 
it appeared, had not been corfectly i interpre: 
ted, Wr. Lello was positive in his assurance 
that in Portugal ard cher’ colonies 
the utmost freedom is enjoyed | by the 
fourth estate. ‘That it has n ver |) been the 
intention of Portuguese legislators 18 restrict 
that liberty in its legitimate criticisms of 
governmental acts So Tong as those criticisms 
did not exceed reasonable bounds: of justice 
and fairplay. In’ the promulgation of laws 
it is, indeed. the wish of administratozs lu 
invite discussion, and not to burke it, and tu 
profit thereby whenever public i interests could 
be served ‘by useful suggestions. A line must 
be drawn somewhere, however, and this 
would be made to deline between acts of 
public servants as such and the good 
character of private individuals, The latter 
must be protected by, the laws. of every State 
from slanderous imputations derogatory to 
their honour and yood name, As ‘regards 
libellous criticisms no distinction was per- 
missible between the Portuguese and foreign 
press. With reference to the latter, however, to 
cite the case of English newspapers published 
in Hongkong, with which .the colony was 
more intimately connected, lr, Lello stated 
that any allegations that may constitute 
the subject of offence, to become punish- 
able in Macao, must likewise fall within the 
scope of punishable misdemeanours under 
Acts of British Parliament or Ordinances of 
Colonial legislature. Dr. Lello pointed to 
the, provisions of the Treaty of Mriendship 
respecting reciprocity of treatment which 
serve- for mutual guidance. Hence H. E. 
emphasized upon the earnestness of Portu- 
gal in regarding the inviolability of the free- 
dom s6 well recognised as a’ prerogative of 
the Press. Alluding to the subject of the non- 
distribution at Macao of the ‘Hongkong 
papers in the early part of last week, explan- 
ation is to be found in the fact of an un- 
founded misapprehension, in the first in- 
stance, on the part of the agency there to 
deliver the papers rather than that.any 
explicit. probibition was imposed by order 
of the Government. Vor the retura of the 
papers on Wednesday the Portuguese author- 
ities, as it now. transpires, were wholly 
blameless. Dr. Lello was. in fact, in the 
light of our subsequent information, per- 
sonally instrumental in securing .the early 
delivery of the papers as soon as it was 
brought’ to his knowledge that hesitancy 
on the part of the agency had caused 
their return. to Hongkong. His Lxcel- 
lency concluded by remarking thal, speaking 
with special reference to’ the Hon, whonge 
Telegraph, be felt very sure that the 
spirit animating it was one of perfect friend- 
liness to the Portuguese Government, and 
she was personally much gratified with the 
utmost impartiality. with which the paper. 
discussed not many months ago # question 
of much: interest to the Portuguese nation at 
large. He was good enough to compliment 
this journal upon the general accuracy of its 
reports and statements in reference to the 
subject alluded to. A word of mention 
-must be made in allusion.to our local Portu- 
guese contemporaries. “While not” slow; to 
profit by any proposal to promoie the general 
. welfare and the best interests of the colony, 
as indeed our representative ‘was informed 
the Acting Postuguese Governor has -had a 
recent opportunity to do, His. Excellency 
would like it to be emphatically. recognised 
that, beyond ‘the limits of legitimate, discus=
